Fofeign Relations. 


Foreign 
relations of the nation 
were constantly to the fore almost 
from the beginning of the congress.

Throughout the ses- 
sion the president and the senate for- 
eign relations committee were In fre- 
quent • conferences 
tmd much 
was 
done to restrain unusual demonstra- 
tions which might have disturbed in- 
ternational tranquilitj'. Early in the 
session general arbitration 
treaties 
with several great 
foreign . powers 
were renewed for five year periods 
and 26 peace commission treaties pro- 
viding for 
investigation of interna- 
tional disputes before resort to arms 
were negotiated and ratified. A treaty 
to enforce the regulations adopted 
by the London Safety at Sea confer- 
ence was ratified last December,' but 
with an amendment making reserva- 
tions which came too late for- other 
powers to consider, thus preventing 
enforcement of the 
convention. A 
treaty with Nicaragua providing for 
acquirement of the Nicaraguan canal 
route and naval stations for $3,000,000 
was left -unratified 
by the 
senate 
and the pending treaty with Colom- 
bia directing payment of $25,000,000 
for the Panama canal strip was held 
in by the foreign relations commit- 
tee. 


Appropriation Bills. 
The closing sesison o£ the congress 
was almost wholly devoted to appro- 
priation -bills, the ship purchase bill 
flghf,, and a few general measures. 
Aside from appropriations about the 
only important legislative enactments 
included the creation of the Goast 
Guard by. consolidation of 
the life 
saving and revenue cutter services; 
reclassiflcation of grades in the di- 
plomatic and consular service; re- 
quirement of registration of and im- 
posing special taxes upon all dealers, 
manufacturers or importers of opium, 
or Its derivatives, and the creation of 
the Rocky Mountain National Park 
in Colorado.

Bill for Cost on Political Advertising 


Hurts Oihkosti Senator.—-Pa- 


pers of Entire State 


Flay Him.

Madison, Wis., March 4.—Newspa- 


per publishers of the state pleaded 
the lack of necessity of a law to pro- 
hibit higher rates for political adver- 
tising than are charged for other 
classes, In opposing the Bray bill be- 
fore the senate state affairs- commit- 
tee yesterday 
afternoon. They 
re- 
sented attempts to prevent them 
from runing their own business, as 
one editor put it. Senator 
Bray 
spoke earnestly against the practice 
of exacting higher rates from candi- 
dates, stating that It constituted dis- 
crimination which had no well mer- 
ited excuse. 
Against the bill appeared John W. 
Campsie, Evening Wisconsin, Mil- 
waukee; 
W. H. Park. Milwaukee 
Daily News; L. A, Lange, Fond du 
Lac Reporter; A. B. Cargill, Milwau- 
kee Sentinel, and F. R. Starbuck, 
Racine Journal News. 
Senator Bray concluded by reading 
an opinion rendered him by Attorney 
General Owen, at the senator's re- 
quest. In which the bill was pro- 
nounced constitutional. In It the at- 
torney general said the law protects 
the public In limiting 
charges for 
legal no'Uces, and he saw nothing In 
the Bray bill to make it invalid. 
Senator Bray recited personal ex- 
periences in which he was forced to 
pay more -than other classes of ad- 
vertising enacted. 
Such 
charges 
fell into the class of discriminations, 
be contended. His bill had been 
called "class" legislation, but he said 
this cry is usually raised when law- 
makers are seeking to regulate rates 
and taxes. 
"If there Is only one paper in your 
district and that one Is 
unfriendly 
to you," asked Senator Bray of Mr. 
Campsie, "what would you do, re- 
fuse to advertise In it?". 
"I certainly would," was the reply; 
"and I would go out and plaster the 
billboards with what I had to say."

publishers

placed 
political advertising In the class of 
the undesirable in certain respects. 
Some of It was hard to collect; 
some never is collected. 
Much of

contains matter either false or 
misleading. . 7t Is transitory, coming 
once, or twice a year. Like theatric- 
al advertising, It should command a 
higher- price because, for one reason, 
the advertiser Is the beneficiary of 
a 
free 
advertising In. the news 
columns. 
J. W. Campsie said it Is not the 
province of the legislature to pass 
"If the rate Is not satisfactory the 
advertiser need not give the paper 
his advertising. If 
the 
legislature 
would pass a law requiring politic- 
ans" to pay for the advertising they 
hare contracted for, I should be dis- 
posed ta favor it."

arately.

lution asking congress to prohibit the 
exportation of arms and ammunition 
of war to the fighting nations. 
Bosthard Urges Motion. 
"Action like this can be taken by 
the Wisconsin, legislature and en- 
forced by the president and congress," 
said Senator Bosshard. 
"It Is not 
right to impute any personal or po- 
litical motive to any of us who favor 
such xesolutions, but it is right to go 
in record In favor of an early peace. 
These exportations are going on from 
day to day.

Publicity is an asset to any line of 


business, be it governmental or pri- 
vate, and the general public gain confi- 
dence when they are told the truth 
without red tape and restrictions, de- 
nials 
and contradictions. 
An ex- 


change, in commenting upon this sub- 
ject, says: 


"Admitting the needlessness of mul- 


tiplied investigations, and that in 
some cases such investigations have 
been merely instituted in the hope of 
creating political ammunition, there 
is still need for a word of warning. 
In the case of certain witnesses of 
corporations, who need not be1 more 
particularly specified, there has been 
a tone of flippancy which cannot be 
condoned by the impertinence of 
somo of the questions. 


"In the same way on one or two re- 


cent occasions there has been a resort 
to an objectionable kind of secretive- 
ness which is in the last degree un- 
v/ise, and tends to perpetuate an agi- 
tation which seemed in a fair way to 
subdue. When an industrial corpora- 
tion's report is sufficiently well known 
in Wall Street for a week before it is 
published, and if it is only published 
when an enterprising news service 
forces the hand of the management, 
the indispensable lesson of publicity 
has not been learned. 


"Lest we forget, it must once more 


be1 repeated that publicity is the true 
protection against persecution. The 
public will readily realize that when 
reports are so prompt, and full as to 
leave nothing to investigate, investi- 


racial, 
partisan 
-and 
commercial 


prejudices and 'interests' and thus re- 
lease responsible officials of the1 na- 
tion from abuse at a time when all 
their thought should be free to meet 
with wisdom and courage the tests of 
an unprecedented situation. 


"Popular feeling and popular con- 


science will unite to make unusually 
restrictive the force of public opinion 
against persons of racial or partisan 
groups that venture to run counter to 
the line of duty outlined by Professor 
Taft. Neithe.' he nor his'successor in 
office' expects that criticism will whol- 
ly cease, nor would they prohibit it if 
they had the power. But if made, it 
should have pure motives back of it, 
and must expect to be tested search- 
ingly."
